LREADY som e of our good resolution* for 
1945 have been broken, but there is one that 


la worth keeping. 
It la to rem em ber throughout 1945 th at In every 
difference of opinion which Involve* prosecution 
of the war, the w elfare of the arm ed services 


come* first. 
The men who are aw ay from home are m aking 
a aacrlfice In behalf of all of us. They do not 
discrim inate betw een faction*. 
T here can be no dispute betw een any factions, 
therefore, which Is m ore im portant than 
the 
Im pact of its outcom e on the arm ed services aud 
the conduct of the war. 
This will be the principal nome front problem 
In 1945. It bas been the principal problem since 
Ute United B u ie s w ent to w ar—to m aintain an 
n n d erau n d in g contact with the nation's fighting 
forces thousands of m iles from home. 
They never m ust find an excuse to believe th at 
because they are out of eight, they can be put 
o ut of m ind. They m ust believe th at in all things 
th eir in terests and their point of view are first 
and fo rem o st 
▲ little m ore atten tio n to this problem can 
do m ore to h asten the w inning of the w ar and 
ease the problem of poet-war reconversion than 
any other thing civilians can do. in w hat Is 
•xpected to be the final year of the war in Europe 
and its clim actic yaar in the Pacific, the nation 
needs to rediscover the sam e determ ination to let 
nothing interfare with its war effort th at is dis­ 
covered so satisfacto rily In the first year of the 
war. 
The m iracles w hich w ere begun then aud per­ 
formed so brilliantly built unprecedented confi­ 
dence In the ability of tho U nited B u ts* to wage 
war. T he confidence m ust be m alnU lued. It eau 
be maintained by so sim ple a form ula as renoir* 
lng to put the n ation’s war effort first In every 
decision m ade in 1945. 


New Element Of Urgency 
O 
FFICIAL directives on manpower for war pro­ 
duction and m lllU ry needs assume that the 
•apply is ss inexhaustible as the demand. For 
reasons not y et m ade clear, the demand now Is 
being Increased, though the supply Is in doubt. 
N aturally, everything possible will be done to 
give the arm ed services and 
war production 
w hat Is needed, but it is not certain that the, 
result will be enough to satisfy stated require­ 
m ents. Thus, lf d eferred farm w orkers are taken 
Into the arm ed services a t the expense of rood 
production in 1145, the resu lt could not be called 
satisfactory, 
in th* official thinking which has led to the 
conclusion th at deferred farm workers between 
Ik and 95 and m en classified as unfit ror military 
service m ust be drafted, there apparently is some 
new elem ent of urgency not visible to the public. 
The sam * elem ent seem s to have prompted most 
of the recent official statem ents on the necessity 
tor increasing the existing rate of war production. 
it cannot be explained wholly by the resur­ 
gence of G erm an striking power ou the western 
front. Th* resurgence, Itself, needs explanation. 
Mince th* m atter has been left to speculation, 
it Ii tempting to speculate that something has 
changed the official outlook more drastically thuu 
it could have been changed by a Ueruiun counter­ 
attack. Speculation turns to the possibility th at 
the shape of the war against the Axis may have 
been altered drastically In som e way connected 
with the failure of a Russian winter offensive to 
materialise in Poland—failure which may be per­ 
mitting Germany to shift its forces to the western 
from aud to strike in vastly greater force than 
waa believed possible when Gen. Eisenhower said 
victory In 1944 was assured if everybody did hts 
part. 


BRA MICH ELKS DEAN od the 
Foreign Policy association has 
this to say: 
"As a m atter of cold realism , 
there is no reason why the liber­ 
ated peoples should be ‘g ratefu l’ to 
the non-European pow ers— Britain, 
the U nited States and Russia. 
“Of the three, B ritain alone can 
he said fo have had an in te re st in 
the fate of Europe from the outset 
of th* war. The U nited S tates and 
Russia did 
not 
becom e 
directly 
concerned 
until 
they 
them selves 
w ere attacked In 1941. 
The best 
thing we can hope for Is th a t the 
liberated peoples will feel th a t we 
are all fighting a com m on enem y 
in a common cause."

Th* record with regard to the 
“Secret T reaties" of the last w ar 
is com plete and ugly, and if there

Mr. Roosevelt also might have pointed out that 
Americana consistently have been better critics 
than performers In International relations. As a 
nation we never bave been restrained by the 
admonition not to judge leat we be Judged-—and 
thereafter we have resented the Judgment. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s chief problem In foreign policy 
obviously Is how to continue International negoti­ 
atio n s—doing the best he c an —and meanwhile to 
retain the confidence of congress and the A m or 
lean people. T here is grave danger of disillusion­ 
m ent turning Into cynicism , unless It can be made 
d e a r th a t the A m erican point of view, which at 
best is none too clearly denned, is not exclusive 
and not absolute. Among the 
United Nations, 
th e U nited S ta te s is only one of m any countries 
w hich hope to build a m ore secure future. It 
properly expects the others to give in to it on 
som e details, ju st as they properly expect it to 
give in to them on o th er details.

The Meat Muddle

o n Von Rundstedt’s drive in 
Europe, 
he

qualified victory for Price Admin­ 
istrator Howl*** over Food Admin­ 
istrator Jones. Since Germ an re­ 
sistance 
threw 
military 
expecta­ 
tions off 
balance, 
military 
esti­ 
mates for meat have gone up and 
meat rationing returns. 
Meat rationing was not a happy 
thing, from Its beginning alm ost 
two years ago. By the fail of 1943, 
it waa apparent that a vast popu­ 
lation of hora and cattle had ac­ 
cumulated on farms and ranches. 
Compared 
with 
1939, our 
hog 
supply at this time a year ago was 
70 percent higher and our rattle 
supply was up almost 40 percent. 
The OPA had Imposed ceilings on 
re ta il and wholesale meat, but not 
on cattle. Then, in the spring of 
1944. a great rush of animala reach­ 
ed 
the 
milking houses 
and 
the 
government removed the rationing 
of most meats. 
Now. aa the third year of meat 
rationing begins, cattle herds are 
only 
slightly 
smaller 
than 
they 
were two years ago. Despite pros- 
pacts 
of 
some 
reduction, 
they 
promise to be excessive for peace 
demands. Hence, slaughterings are 
scheduled to be 3 percent higher 
than last year. 
Hog 
production, 
however, 
has 
been reduced considerably because 
of price policy 
When, in the late 
1943, It looked as if a tight food 
situation might arise, the farm ers 
decided to breed fewer bogs. 
At the sam e time it was an­ 
nounced that 
support price* 
for 
hogs would 
be 
reduced 
substan­ 
tially and farm ers decided to sell 
corn and again cut the birth rate 
of hogs. 
In the spring of 1944 their dis­ 
trust of the administration 
was 
Increased further by a curious gov­ 
ernment 
procedure 
which 
dlstin- 
gutabed between "good" and “bad" 
hogs. 
“Bad" hogs were thous 


than 240 pounds or smaller than 
170 pounds. 
Middle-weights 
were 
"good" bogs. Support prices were 
paid only 
for “good" boga. 
The 
farmer 
who 
had 
no 
prophetic 
vision as to the prospective else 
of the unborn decided not to raise 
so many hogs. 
Had the war ended, as expected. 
by the end of 1944. this would have 
beeu a blessing, for not only would 
war demands have been less. but 
douipstic consumption might have 
declined. 
(High 
incomes 
among 
workers have boosted per capita 
consumption 
of 
meat 
front 
126 
pounds per capita to 
something 
over 140 pounds.) 
Rut the war has not ended as 
expected 
and 
the 
armed 
forces 
have ordered more meat. The gov. 
em inent has promised that it will 
not only pay higher support prices, 
but no longer will distinguish be­ 
tween "good" and "bad” hogs. 
With this combination of maxi* 
mum prices, unborn hogs and in­ 
creased demand for beef. the butch­ 
ers and packers are caught in a 
price 
pincers 
movement. 
Hence, 
loud outcries and a butchers' holi­ 
day in New York city. 
Rationing Is here again, as Mr. 
Bowles predicted. But whether th* 
meat will appear on time is quite 
a different question. The prospects 
for feed are good. however, and 
nature in its course probably will 
leave us. when peace comes, with 
more animals than are needed on 
the farm This prospect gives the 
fool adm inistration no little con­ 
cern

But nothing could be more er­ 
roneous than to think th at when 
the Germ an w ar ends, we can drop 
to a lesser effort but. nevertheless, 
just the right am ount of effort, 
and then win the Japanese war. 
Th* m om ent when we cut back 
certain kinds of production which 
support the Germ an war, it will 
be most difficult to m aintain snd 
increase the kind of production we 
need for the Japanese war. 
if it is tru* that our war ef­ 
fort against Japan can be “ less­ 
ened" then Just because it is to bs 
less control will be all the more 
necessary 
For if It is left to the choice of 
each individual man and

the effort and retire to a peace 
job, we shall have a first class 
labor crisis.

T IB usually said that It ll now 
too late to Institute universal 
service. But in fact the reality of 
the m atter is that it la in the later 
stages of the war that universal 
service is most necessary. 
In the earlier stages we had a 
great reservoir of unemployed to 
draw on. we bad the inducem ent 
of a high premium in the wages 
of war industries, we had not suf­ 
fered 
casualties 
and 
our 
minds 
were fixed on a war In which we 
bad suffered an initial defeat, not 
on an early victory and the pros­ 
pects and 
anxieties of reconver­ 
sion and post war planning. 
U nder these circum stances 
we 
managed quite well in the m aterial 
results, though not morally, under 
the double standard of compelling 
some young men to fight, and of 
not compelling 
all men and

women to serve. 
But we are at the end of this 
phase, and we are now in the most 
trying period of war— that climac­ 
tic period when our endurance and 
perseverance, the capacity to Put 
on the extra effort, Is being moat 
severely tested.
